8 0 0 / 0 5 / C / 1 / 9 1 -POL . dated 1st October, 1991 have pointed 
out that demands for posthumous conferment of "Bharat 
Ratna" to eminent Indian personalities are received from 
time to time. The number of such Indians on whose 
behalf such claims could be agitated is legion. 
However, we do not have any guidelines or clear-cut 
policy regarding posthumous conferment of Bharat Ratna. 
The Prime Minister has desired that a clear-cut 
pol i cy / gu idel ines in this matter should be formulated. 


2. The "Bharat Ratna", the highest civilian award, 
was instituted in 1954. As per the notification 
governing the award of Bharat Ratna "the decoration 
shall be awarded for exceptional service towards the 
advancement of Art, Literature and Science, and in 
recognition of public service of the highest order" vide 
rule 5 of the notification (copy enclosed-Awftexure I). 
Any person without distinction of race, occupation, 
position or sex shall be eligible for the award. The 
decoration may be awarded posthumously (Rule 7). 

3. As per existing instructions the recommendation 
for the award of Bharat Ratna will be made by the Prime 
Minister himself who will be free to consult any one he 
chooses. No formal recommendation for this is 
necessary. A copy of the communication No. 39/26/53-Pub 
dated 24.2.1954 sent to various States in this regard is 
enclosed(Annexure II). 


4. So far Bharat Ratna has been conferred on 26 
persons. A list of the recipients of the Bharat Ratna 
so far, along with the year of the award is 
enclosed( Annexure III). Out of these, 7 have been

It will be apparent from the above that excepting in the 
case of Dr. Bhimrao Ra^ j i Ambedkar and Sardar 
Vallabhbhai Patel, the award has been given immediately 
after the death of the recipients. Only in the case of 
Dr. Ambedkar a departure was made for the first time and 
the award was given in 1990, i.e. 34 years after his 
death. In the case of Sardar Patel the award has been 
conferred in 1991, i.e. 41 years after his death. 

5. The rules as they stand at present do not envisage 
any time limit in conferring award posthumously. 

6. We have now received suggestions for conferment of 
Bharat Ratna on Netaji Subhash Chandra Bose and Maulana 
Abdul Kalam Azad who died in 1945 and 1958 respectively. 

7. The Committee of Secretaries may consider the 


suggestion for framing clear guidelines regarding the 
conferment of "BHARAT RATNA" posthumously.

No. l-Pres./55 — The President is pleased to make 
the following revised regulations for the award of 
the decoration BHARAT RATNA in supersession

1. The decoration shall be conferred by. the 
President by a Sanad under his hand and seal. 

2. The decoration shall be in the form of a 
Peepul leaf, two and five-sixteenth inches in length, 
one and seven-eighth inches at its greatest breadth 
and one-eighth of an inch in thickness It shall be 
of toned /bronze.
